It  must  be 
remembered  that  the  public  debt. of  Brazil 
is  now  sufficiently  large  to  make  her  every 
step  an  object  of  watchful  interest  and 
study.  The  time  for  sugar-coating  lias 
gone  by,  ami  foreign  investors  will  begin 
to  calculate  results  and  economies  and 
extravagances  in  administration  just  as 
closely  and  far  more  judiciously  than  any 
future  cabinet  can  do.

Some  clays   since  an   important  treasury 
official,   Counselor   joao   Jose   do  Rosario, 
was    officially    charged    with    a    responsible 
mission   to   Europe.     This   step   leads  the 
Giobo   to  conclude  that  the  real  purpose  of 
the   government   is  to  place  another  foreign 
loan.      Tue    necessities    ol    the    national 
treasury    and    the    present  condition   of 
government's  finances  certainly 
conclusion.      There   are    good   reasons  foi 
believing  that  the  government  has  determin- 
ed the  impossibility  of  placing  an   internal 
loan    on  anything  like  favorable  conditions. 
It  is  naturally  desired  to  place  a  low  interest- 
bearing  loan   if  possible,  and  this  certainly 
can  not   be   done  here    without  a  greater 
sacrifice  than  the  government  is  prepared  to 
make.      Whether  belter  terms  cun  be  made 
abroad    remains    to    be    determined.      The 
sudden  general  effort  to  organize  a  Brazil- 
ian  propaganda   in   Europe,    in  which  the 
diplomatic   agents  of  the   government   are 
taking    no    inconsiderable    part,    certainly 
looks'  suspicious.      Then     take    the    novel 
departure  of  the  Diaria    Official  in    print- 
ing a  section  in  French,  filled  with  fulsome 
praise  of  the  government  and  sugar-coated 
expositions  of  its  acts  and  the  financial  and 
economical    condition    of  the   country,  and 
we  have  another    reason  for  the  conclusion 
that  the   treasury   is  behind  the  movement. 
It  is  clear  that  a  new  loan  must  and  will  be 
placed  at  no    distant    day.     Whether  the 
terms  are  favorable   or  not  depends   hugely 
upon  the  amount   of  dust  thrown  into  the 
eyes    of  foreign  investors.      More   is   now 
known  of  Brazil  than  before,  and  if  to  this 
we  add  the   fact  that  Brazil  has  been  upon 
the  market  just  a  little  too  frequently  of  late 
years    ior   a   nation    ol    her    standing    and 
condition,   we  shall  probably  find  a  reason 
why     many    capitalists    will     hesitate    be- 
fore making   further  advances.     They  will 
naturally  ask  why  it  is  that  such  a  nation 
is  compelled  to  resort  so  largely  to    loans  in 
times   of  profound  peace.     They  will    nat- 
urally ask   when    the    end  is    to   come,  for 
suchastate  of  things  can  not  go  on  indefinite- 
ly.     And,   too,    they  will  ask  why  it  is  that 
some     of    these   glowing    promises  about 
material  development  and  prosperity  to   be 
secured  through   the  aid   of  foimer  loans, 
are   not  yet  realized.     A  nation's  grandeur 
and  prosperity  can  not  dwell  always  in  the 
future;  there  must  come  some  day  cither  a 
realization  or  a   sorrowful   failure.     A  new 
loan  will   evidently  be  placed,    and  without 
any  serious  difficulty;  but  it  will  inevitably 
result  in  the  loss  of  some  faith  in  the  credit 


Wk  note  with  pleasure  that  a  sample  of 
wheat  has  been  recently  exhibited  at  the 
hall  of  the  Associacao  Commercial  by 
Messrs.  C.uilhermeand  Frederico  Clansem. 
which  was  grown  by  them  at  Theresopolis. 
The  grains  are  well  developed  and  produce 
a  good  quality  of  flour.  It  will  be  impos- 
sible, perhaps,  to  produce  the  finest  qualities 
of  white  wheat  in  Brazil,  because  these 
require  a  very  different  climate  than  can  be 
found  in  the  country,  but  it  was  long  since 
demonstrated  in  Minas  Geraes,  Parana  am! 
Santa  Calharina  that  an  excellent  quality 
of  this  cereal  can  be  grown  here  which  will 
produce  an  excellent  quality  of  Hour.  '1  he 
production  of  the  whitest  qualities  of  flour 
is  neither  necessary  nor  desirable,  as  the 
darker  qualities  are  generally  considered 
to  be  the  bcsl  food.  In  the  wheat-produc- 
ing regions  of  northwestern  United  Slates, 
the  red  and  amber  varieties  arc  almost  uni- 
versally used  by  the  farmers,  in -some  cases 
because  they  prefer  the  darker  bread,  in 
others  because  the  white  wheat  brings  the 
best  price  and  is  therefore  sold.  What- 
ever iir.iv  be  the  distinctive  grade  of  the 
wheat  grown  in  Erazd,  it  is  sufficient 
to  know  that  it  will  produce  a  good 
quality  of  bread  ami  will 
people  less  dependent  upon 
fur  their  food.

within  fifty  miles  of  this  capital,  as  lias  now 
been  demonstrated  by  the  Messrs.  Clansem, 
we  see  no  reason  why  it  should  not  become 
a  profitable  product.  Its  production  requires 
little  capital,  and  is  therefore  specially 
adapted  to  the  small  plantations.  It  will 
be  necessary  to  renew  the  ^ci\  every  two  or 
three  years,  but  this  is  only  a  slight  obstacle 
in  itself,  and  one  which  could  be  modified 
in  a  measure  by  carrying  out  some  system 
of  seed  exchange  between  the  different  prov- 
inces and  localities  of  the  empire.  Even 
in  wheat-growing  countries,  such  as  the 
Mississippi  basin,  it  has  been  found  ad- 
vantageous to  frequently  exchange  seed 
between  different  soils  and  different  local- 
ities, and  this  is  done  by  the  farmers  them- 
selves. Here  the  exchange  wilt  be  more 
difficult  and  will  be  attended  with  sorm 
expense,  but  if  the  general  and  provincial 
governments  will  remove  all  their  taxes  and 
customs  charges  upon  the  article  it  is  prob- 
able that  die  expense  will  be  so  slight  as  to 
produce  little  or  no  hindrance  to  the  industry. 
Wheat-growing  in  Brazil  may  never  reach 
such  an  importance  as  losupply  an  article  of 
export,  but  it  has  no  insignificant  field  before 
it  in  supplying  local  consumption.  Ten 
millions  of  people  can  consume  a  great 
deal  of  bread  in  the  course  of  a  year,  and  if 
the  demand  can  all  be  met  within  the 
empire  it  means  just  so  much  money  kept 
at  home  and  just  so  much  money  made  by 
local  producers.  The  effort  is  certainly 
worth  making. 


all  other  great  works  of  art,  a  masterpiece  of 
architecture  is  a  priceless  possession,  an 
unfailing  source  of  pleasure,  an  inexhaust- 
ible mine  ofrefming  influences  and  ennobling 
sentiments.  It  is  a  poem  graven  in  stone; 
a  song  set  up  in  notes  of  carbonate  of  lime. 
To  have  one  of  these  masterpieces  set  up  in 
our  midst,  therefore,  is  an  event  of  national 
importance,  a  cause  for  widespread  national 
rejoicings.  It  is  true  that  the ganc/tos  of  Rio 
Grande  or  the  seringneiros  of  the  Amazon 
may  never  feast  their  eyes  on  this  noble  work 
of  art,  but  vet  its  invisible  influence  will 
surely  go  out  to  them  and  steadily  lift  them 
into  a  higher  and  more  aesthetic  state  of 
existence.  The  erection  ofa  church  edifice 
worthy  of  Brazil's  summer  capital  has  long 
been  an  object  of  serious  thought  and  ardent 
desire,  and  has  more  than  once  occupied 
the  attention  of  the  provincial  government 
of  Rio  de  Janeiro,  Some  time  ago  the 
Princess  Imperial  brought  with  her  from 
Europe  the  designs  of  a  Gothic  cathedral 
which  she  had  seen  and  admired.  These 
were  exhibited  to  the  provincial  authorities 
with  the  expressed  desire  of  the  Princess  that 
they  should  be  adopted  for  the  new  edifice. 
Reduced  copies  of  these  designs  were  made 
and  presented  to  the  board  of  public  works, 
where  they  were  intelligently  altered  and 
modified  according  to  custom,  and  then 
archived.  The  designs  were  then  forgotten. 
A.  short  time  since  inquiries  were  made  by 
the  Conde  d'Eu  in  regard  to  the  execution 
of  these  designs,  when  il  was  found  that 
they  had  disappeared,  and  nothing  was 
known  of  them  by  the  government.  The 
originals  were  again  brought  forward,  and 
placed  before  the  provincial  authorities. 
Opposition  was  made  that  a  work  o!  this 
character  could  not  be  carried  out  in 
Brazil  because  ofa  lack  of  skilled  workmen 
and  suitable  building  material,  and  die 
matter  wasdropped  once  more.  The  present 
government  of  the  province,  however,  has 
taken  up  the  question  anew,  ami  with  a 
determination,  we  are  happy  to  say.  to 
carry  it  through.  The  original  designs  have 
been  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  distinguished 
architect  Caminboa,  who  has  been  entrusted 
with  the  important  task  of  reducing  ilium 
to  suit  the  ground.  The  architect  will 
not  confine  himself  to  an  exact  reproductions 
of  the  original,  but  will  modify  die  design 
to  suit  the  siie  and  the  semi-Gothic  taste 
of  the  day.  The  wjrk  is  full  of  brilliani 
opportunities,  and  we  feel  confident  that 
Architect  Caminho.i  will  prove  himself  fully 
equal  to  all  requirements,  The  happy 
combinations  achieved  heretofore  through 
the  grafting  of  the  classic  styles  upon  the 
medieval  Portuguese,  and  the  brilliant 
modifications  realized  in  the  pure  classic- 
styles,  such  as  the  imposition  of  a  modern 
church  spire  upon  a  Greek  temple,  all 
lead  to  the  certain  conclusion  that  the 
proposed  alterations  in  the  Gothic  designs 
for  the  Pelropolis  church  will  result  in 
something  unparalleled  in  the  way  of  arch- 
itecture. The  completed  work  will  be 
awaited  with  keen  interest.

The  case  is  and  should  be  perfectly 
clear.  If  these  Statements  be  true,  and

in  the  enslavement  of  men,  this  case  is 
characterized  by  several  special  features 
which  adds  to  the  enormity  of 
committed,  In  the  first  place, 
was  a  Portuguese  subject  both 
and  residence.

A  TEST  CASE 
A  novel  and  highly  interesting  case  has 
recently  been  initiated  at  Campos,  province 
of  Rio  de  Janeiro,  in  which  an  African 
named  Thomaz  Manoel  Dias  Ins  under- 
taken to  secure  his  liberty  by  an  appeal  to 
the  courts.  The  circumstances  of  the  case 
are  exceptional  and  it  can  not  therefore  be 
considered  a  fair  test  of  a  native  African's 
right  to  freedom  through  a  violation  of  the 
anti-slave  trade  act  of  1831.  It  will  fairly 
test,  however,  the  effectiveness  of  Brazilian 
laws  and  courts  to  work  the  release  of  men 
illegally  enslaved,  and  will  therefore  be 
watched  with  keen  interest.  In  the  action 
brought  against  his  present  master,  Luiz 
Vicente  Torres,  the  slave  Thomaz  proposes 
to  prove  the  following  points  :

should  not  only  grant  him  instant  freedom, 
but  they  should  offer  him  every  reparation 
that  it  is  possible  to  make,  Thirty  years  of 
illegal  slavery  are  not  to  be  cancelled  by  a 
mere  letter  of  freedom.

.1  JUDICIAL  SI. A  Vi:  SALE, 
The  sale  of  staves  which  took  place  at 
Valenca  on  the  mh  instant,  if  we  may 
draw  our  conclusions  from  the  advertise- 
ment in  the  Jomal  do  Commtrao^  must  have 
been    an    interesting    sight,    and    enough  to 

make  the  hearts  of  a  civilized  people  of  the 
nineteenth  century  throb  with  pride.  This 
sale,  it  is  essential  lu  know,  was  held 
under  the  orders  and  supervision  of  a 
court  of  justice,  the  names  of  whose  officers 
were  attached  tG  the  official  advertise- 
ment of  sale.  It  is  also  essential  to  know 
that  Valenca  is  the  great  slave  mart  of  the 
province    of  Rio   de  Janeiro,    where  such 
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scenes  as  'this  are  too  common  to  excite 
comment,  ami  where  all  such  dangerous 
heresy  as  abolition  is  utterly  unknown. 
The  -slave  dealers  ami  courts  of  this  place 
are  strangers  to  the  "sentiment"  which  has 
actuated  the  abolition  movement  here  and 
elsewhere,  and  they  are  ignorant  therefore 
both  of  the  horror  which  such  scenes  excite 
in  some,  and  of  the  placid  satisfaction  given 
to  others.  With  them  it  is  a  matter  of  hard, 
unientinienl.il  business  in  which  there  enters 
no  more  feeling  than  in  the  sale  of  a  mule 
or  a  hog.  There  is  precious  little  emanci- 
pation rhetoric  and  platitude  at  Valenca, 
and  still  less  intention,  apparently,  of  yield- 
ing one  jot  or  tittle  of  their  infamous  traffic 
to  the  demands  of  a  purer  and  more  humane 
civilization. 

The  sale  in  question  comprised  one  lot  of 
one  hundred  and  twcnly-jive  slaves  and  thirty- 
onefree  children  <■/  slave  mothers  {ingenuos). 
This  lot  comprised  men,  women  and  child- 
ren of  all  classes  and  conditions,  from  the 
decrepit  old  African  of  SS  years  down  to  a 
child  of  three  months  in  its  mother's  arms 
—  and  the  latter  was  valued  at  twice  the 
sum  placed  upon  the  former.  The  official 
valuations  began  at  5$  for  the  old  African 
of  SS  years  and  ran  ail  the  way  up  to  1,500$ 
for  able-bodied  men.  There  were  several 
slaves  in  the  list  of  only  1  2  vears,  who 
were  infants  in  their  mothers!  arms  at  the 
adoption  of"  the  emancipation  act  of  1^71, 
and  it  is  noteworthy  that  they  were  ali 
valued  at  a  high  figure.  As  far  as  the 
valuations  arc  concerned,  it  is  evident  that 
early  abolition  does  not  enter  into  the 
calculations  of  the  Yralenca  slave-dealers. 

In  looking  over  the  advertisement,  a  great 
many  strange  features  are  found  which  are 
worthy  of  record,  especially  by  those  who  are 
accustomed  to  look  upon  Brazilian  slavery 
as  one  of  the  mildest  and  mo.it  humane 
specimens  of  the  institution  extant.  The 
first  thing  which  attracts  the  eye  is  the 
enumeration  of  several  aged  negroes— six 
in  all— wliuse  valuation  is  fixed  at  j$aoo 
each.  Then  there  arc  others  valued  at  10$ 
each,  others  at  2og,  and  so  on  up  to  icoS 
according  to  their  age  or  physical  condition. 
The  total  valuation  of  twelve  of  them  is  only 
120$,  or  the  petty  average  of  10$.  The 
placing  ol  these  poor  old  creatures  upon 
the  slave  block,  to  be  knocked  down  to 
some  hyena-hearted  speculator  ai  the  juice 
of  a  whip  to  quicken  their  Loitering  steps 
into  a  few  more  menial  services  ere  death 
Shall  mercifully  take  thein  away  from  this 
christian  world,  is  a  specimen  of  mildness 
and  humanity  which  it  is  well  worth  re- 
membering, 

Another  characteristic  feature  of  the  list, 
and  il  is  common  to  nearly  all  advertis- 
nienls  of  this  character,  is  the  unblushing 
announcement  of  A'licius  for  sale  who  were 
brought  into  the  country  since  the  anti- 
slave  trade  act  of  1831,  ami  who  are 
therefore  illegally  held  in  slavery.  We  have 
referred  to  this  so  many  times  that  there  is 
no  need  for  further  argument.  In  this  lot 
we  find  three  native  Africans  of  49  years, 
two  of  50  years,  three  of  51  years  and  six 
of  53  year's— fourteen  in  all.  We  include 
those  of  the  age  ot  53  years  among  those 
brought  in  since  1831,  as  we  might  also 
three  of  55  years  and  others  still  older, 
because  the  presumption  is  that  they  were 
introduced  since  that  date.  Slave-traders 
were  not  at  ali  likely  to  steal  babes  and 
helpless  children  for  profitable  transpor- 
tation across  the  Atlantic  to  Brazil. 
Without  a  doubt  not  less  than  ftventy  in 
this  lot  of  125  slaves,  or  sixteen  per  MtLt 
were  brought  hit  •  Brazil  since  the  traffic  was 
forbidden  and  all  such  slaves  were  declared 
free.  If  we  include  the  children  of  these 
illegally  enslaved  Africans  in  our  calcula- 
tions, as  in  strict  justice  should  be  done, 
weean  not  avoid  the  conclusion  thai  from 
thirty  to  forty  per  cent,  ol  these  pour  wretches 


arc  illegally  enslaved,  and  are  justly  entitled 
to  their  freedom  and  to  heavy  damages  for 
the  injuries  which  they  have  suffered,  And 
yet,  the  yare,  not  only  openly  sold  in  the 
market,  but  the  transaction  is  effected  under 
the  supervision  of  Brazilian  courts.  These 
are  hard  facts  and  unfeeling  figures,  and 
they  arc  some  of  the  reasons  for  this  "accur- 
sed propaganda"  of  abolition  to  which  some 
of  our  colleagues  are  now  referring  in  terms 
of  bitter  denunciation.  The  ill-gotten  gains 
and  comforts  of  the  enslaver  of  free  men  is 
endangered,  so  we  are  asked  to  forego  our 
denunciation  of  the  infamous  crime  and  our 
demands  for  justice  for  these  unhappy 
creatures!  Or,  in  other  words,  this  in- 
famous crime  must  be  continued,  justice 
must  be  denied  to  the  wronged,  and  the 
protection  of  the  state  and  of  society  must 
be  extended  to  the  criminal  ! 

A  third  feature  of  this  transaction  was  the 
open  sale  of  the  free  children  (ingenues)  of 
slave  mothers.  The  transaction,  of  course, 
is  not  elfected  in  these  terms,  but  it  amounts 
to  just  that  and  nothing  more.  The  first 
sales  of  this  character,  to  which  we  called 
attention  some  two  years  ago,  were  unqual- 
ified, p.ncl  differed  in  no  particular  from 
slave  sales  except  in  so  far  as  it  was  under- 
stood thai  the  law  limited  ownership  at  21 
years.  As  soon  as  public  attention  was 
called  to  the  scandal,  however,  the  public 
announcements  were  amended  so  that  the 
"services'1  of  these  children  were  offered 
for  sale.  In  the  list  before  m  we  find  thirty 
one  of  these  children  offered  for  sale  on  these 
terms,  viz.  :

Thirty  one  children  for  1,270$! 
Concerning  these  transactions  there  can 
be -no  language  too  strong  to  fitly  char- 
acterize them.  They  are  dishonorable  and  in- 
famous in  the  highest  degree,  so  much  so 
that  even  the  Jornal  do  Commcrcio,  of  the 
15th  instant,  has  been  aroused  into  vigorous 
denunciation,  We  arc  glad  to  acknowledge 
the  stand  which  the  Jornal  has  taken  in 
this  matter,  late  though  it  be,  because  it 
marks  an  awakened  public  feeling  on  the 
subject,  and  foreshadows  the  suppression  of 
the  scandalous  traffic,  The  civilized  world 
has  been  taught  to  believe,  and  is  now 
being  repeatedly  told,  that  no  more  children 
are  born  into  slavery  in  Brazil — and  yet 
these  children  arc  being  advertised  and  sold 
in  the  open  market! 


THROUGH  THE    TELEPHONE. 

THINGS  THAT  PEOPLE  WHO  USE  THE 
INSTRUMENT  .SAY  AND  DO. 

When  a  man  speaks  into  the  telephone  for  the 
first  time  he  acts  as  if  his  very  life  depended  011  (he 
effort.  lie  glues  his  mouth  over  the  orifice  in  the 
transmitter  and  hearing  the  salutation  from  the 
other  end  of  the  line  shuts  his  eyes  and  yells  at  the 
lop  of  his  lungs,  "  Do  you  hear  me?  "  The  sound 
waves  cannot  escape,  as  every  part  of  the  hole  19 
covered,  and  they  are  violent  enough  to  make  his 
teeth  rattle.  Of  course  the  person  with  whom  he 
is  endeavoring  to  talk  cannot  make  out  a  word  be 
says.  It  is  all  jargon.  If  there  h  no  one  to  tell 
him  better  the  man  will  redouble  his  efforts  to 
make  himself  heard.  I!c  will  yr.ll  until  he  is 
black  in  the  face  ami  hoarse  as  a  fog.hof'n  and 
finally  consign  die  telephone  to  the  equatorial 
hereafter  as  a  dismal  failure  am!  a  base  imposition 
on  &  confiding  public.  Most  people  seem  to  think 
that  because  they  may  be  talking  at  a  distance  ihey 
must  shout  to  render  their  tones  intelligible.     When 


talking  through  the  telephone,  the  conversation 
should  be  carried  on  in  the  ordinary  lone  of  voice. 
Not  only  this,  hut  the  person  speaking  should 
stand  not  less  than  three  mid  not  more  than  eight 
inches  from  the  transmitter.  When  one  covers  up 
the  transmitter  and  bellows  into  the  opening  like  a 
mad  bull,  the  words  at  the  point  where  they  are 
received  are  simply  a  mass  of  sounds  with  no 
meaning.  To  speak  too  low  would  be  an  error, 
but  it  is  one  of  which  no  one  is  guilty.  Another 
thing,  people  appear  to  be  in  a  great  hurry  when 
talking  into  a  telephone.  The  words  run  out  as 
though  issuing  from  a  talking-machine,  the  crank 
of  which  is  turned  by  a  menial  whose  pay  depends 
on  the  number  of  revolutions.  The  way  to  speak 
into  a  telephone  is  to  talk  deliberately,  but  not 
slowly  to  an  unnecessary  degree,  and  to  articulate 
clearly  every  word.  Ii  is  just  as  easy  to  employ 
good  plain  English,  which  everybody  can  use,  as  it 
is  to  adopt  mannerisms  and  inflections  in  speech. 
The  telephone  must  be  adjusted  10  the  voice.  As 
voices  pitched  at  all  keys  are  poured  into  the  trans- 
mitter the  only  thing  that  can  be  done  in  ordinary 
cases  is  to  endeavor  to  strike  a  happy  medium. 

There  is  an  arm  back  of  the  diaphragm  against 
which  the  sounds  are  thrown.  A  thumb-screw  en- 
ables the  arm  to  be  pressed  down  upon  a  carbon 
button  which  comes  in  contact  with  the  diaphragm 
or  to  be  loosened  at  will.  Usually  the  diaphragm 
is  adjusted  to  suit  the  voice  of  the  inspector,  who  is 
accustomed  to  talking  through  the  telephone,  and 
thus  is  made  to  serve  the  purpose  of  every  one. 
The  telephone  is  adclicalc  instrument,  and  when 
put  up  (or  private  use  is  generally  adjusted  to  the 
voice  of  the  person  using  it.  If  a  person's  voice 
is  thin  and  piping  the  diaphragm  is  left  loose,  so  to 
speak.  The  sound  waves  are  light,  and  if  the  dia- 
phragm were  held  tightly  they  would  not  move  it 
sufficiently  to  produce  the  electrical  movement. 
On  the  other  hand,  if  heavy  chest  tones  are  to  be 
thrown  into  die  transmitter,  the  arm  must  be  screw- 
ed up  somewhat  tightly,  otherwise  the  diaphragm 
would  be  made  to  jingle  in  hs  place  by  the  violence 
of  the  sounds.  It  would  send  out  over  the  line  con- 
fused noises,  and  the  person  speaking  would  not 
be  able  to  convey  his  words  or  their  meaning. 
Naturally  enough,  an  American,  as  rule,  is  more 
easily  understood,  at  least  through  the  telephone 
here,  than  a  foreigner  who  lias  acquired  the  En- 
glish tongue  to  a  greater  or  less  degree.  In  the 
first  place,  his  pronunciation  is  more  familiar  licit 
this  is  not  all.  His  syllables  and  sentcuees  are 
clearer  and  he  lakes  more  naturally,  seemingly,  to 
the  telephone.     The  German,   ordinarily   sluggish 

mouth  is  before  the  transmitter.  He  talks  as  if  he 
were  talking  against  lime,  and  pitches  bis  voice  in 
the  key  of  C.  This  is  a  peculiar  fact  noted  by  the 
telephone  operators.  The  German  makes  bad  work 
of  it,  but  when  he  leaves  the  telephone  he  resumes 
his  wonted  calmness  and  deliberate  ways.  The 
greatest  trouble  with  the  French  and  Spanish  is  the 
rapidity  with  which  they  talk.  While  their  pronun- 
ciation may  be  no  more  correct  than  tile  German's, 
it  is  usually  more  distinct.  Dialects  are  quite 
difficult  to  thoroughly  comprehend.  The  facial 
explanatory  movements  cannot  be  seen,  and  only 
the  plain  words  fall  upon  the  ear,  with  nothing  in 
ihe  range  of  the  vision  to  complete  the  explanation. 
The  Irishman's  brogue  is  so  rounded,  off  that'll 
comes  over  the  wire  sharply  and  [dandy.  The  negro 
is  bard  to  understand  on  account  of  his  long-drawn 
syllables  and  peculiar  pronunciation. 

People  arc  very  impatient  at  the  telephone,  and 
if  they  arc  kept  waiting  three  minutes  they  will 
say  that  it  is  half  an  hour.  A  person  thinks  noth- 
ing of  waiting  in  a  business  house,  the.  operators 
say,  for  1501-20  minutes,  but  if  kept  at  the  tele- 
phone i'ivi:  minutes  they  will  declare  that  the  thing 
is  of  no  earthly  use.  They  do  not  stop  to  think 
that  people  who  are  called  up  do  not  always  re- 
spond instantly,  or  that  a  brief  delay  is  not  a  tithe 
of  the  time  that  would  be  taken  up  in  going  to  the 
place.  When  Mr.  Brewster  Baldhead  goes  to  the 
telephone  be  will  brook  no  delay.  Ilesuvagcly 
turns  the  crank  which  rings  the  bell  or  drops  the 
annunciator  in  the  central  office  and  demands  : 
"  Connect  me  with  Mr.  Roderick  Rednose, " 
lie  wails  16  seconds,  and  in  blood-curding 
tones  cries,  "Hello!''  The  Operator,  in  fear 
and  trembling!  replies  :  "  Mr.  Kcdnosc  docs  not 
respond."  Mr.  Baldhead  slams  down  the  re- 
ceiver and  exclaims :  "I'd  like  to  know  what 
blarsted  good  the  thing  is.  You  can't  get  anybody 
when  you  want  to.  I'll  have  the  blamed  thing 
taken  out."  There  is  a  button  on  one  side  of  the 
telephone  in  most  general  use  which  must  be 
pressed  when  the  crank  is  turned  for  a  connection. 
A  though  it  ess  person  will  grind  the  machine  until 
his  arm  is  tired,  and  curse  the  instrument  until  be 
nearly  brings  on  congestion  of  the  lungs,  when  it 
will  occur  to  him  that  he  has  not  pressed  the  but- 
ton. Perhaps  he  will  not  think  of  this  at  all.  In 
that  event  he  will  report  to  the  Superintendent  oT 
the  line  that  the  telephone  will  not  work  and 
might  as  well  be  removed  first  as  last.  There 
is  a  place  for  a  plug  over  the  lop  of  the 
Instrument.     This   is  called  a  lightning   arrester. 


This  completes  a  natural  circuit  and  allows 
the  electrical  current  to  pass  over  the  wires 
without  going  through  the  instrument.  It  is  some- 
what unsafe  to  use  a  telephone  in  a  thunder- 
storm, and  the  plug  is  for  use  in  such  a  case. 
When  the  plug  is  in  place  the  bell  will  ring,  but  a 
message  cannot  be  received  or  sent.  Il  is  no 
uncommon  thing  for  a  man  to  complain  that  his 
telephone  is  out  of  order  when  the  plug  U  in.  If 
the  receiver  is  not  hung  in  its  place  a  person  cannot 
be  called  up.  A  telephone  company  usually  finds 
work  for  half  a  dozen  men  or  more  running  around 
trying  to  ascertain  why  people  cannot  be  made 
lo  respond  to  calls.  The  telephone  companies  a 
short  lime  ago  adopted  a  rule  to  test  all  the  wires 
in  the  morning.  Consequently  the  first  thing  the 
operators  jingle  the  bells  of  the  subscribers  to  see 
if  the  instruments  are  in  working  order.  By  this 
means  it  is  hoped  10  discover  any  irregularities  or 
delects,  and  to  prevent  subscribers  from  suffering 
inconveniences.  Not  all  .subscribers  take  the  test 
in  the  spirit  in  which  it  is  made.  "Hello,"  came 
back  the  gruff  reply  to  the  call  the  other  day  of  a 
young  lady  operator.  Said  she:  "This  is  our  daily 
test."  "You  are  my  daily  pest,"  was  the  reply  of 
the  man  at  the  oilier  end;  "get  out  of  that." 
Sometimes  subscribers  are  asked  lo  call  up  tn 
the  central  office  to  see  if  there  is  any  trouble  in 
calling.  A  business  man  down  town  was  rung  up 
a  few  days  ago.  "Please  give  me  a  call,"  said  the 
operator.  "Certainly,"  replied  the  man,  "with 
great  pleasure."  Willi  thai  he  adjusted  bis  lie, 
brushed  his  hair,  put  on  bis  hat  and  coat,  and 
started  for  the  telephone  .office.  The  operator 
wailed  patiently,  but  received  no  call,  and  at  last 
rang  up  the  subscriber.  The  office  boy  answered, 
and  when  asked  lo  give  a  call  said  the  man  was 
on  Ins  way  to  the  central  office.  So  he  was,  and 
in  a  few  minutes  came  bowing  into  the  room. 

Many  people  are  deaf  in  one  ear  or  hard  of 
hearing  in  both,  but  either  do  not  know-  it  or 
are  averse  to  admitting  it.  A  pompous  old  gentle- 
man, who  prided  himself  on  his  vigor  and  preserva- 
tion, complained  that  he  could  not  hear  through 
his  telephone.  The  young  man  who  went  lo 
correct  the  defects  found  it  working  all  right. 
"Aren't  you  a  little  hard  of  hearing,"  asked  the 
young  man.  The  suggestion  threw  the  old  gen- 
tleman into  a  towering  rage.  The  young  man 
saw  that  tact  was  necessary,  so  he  worked  around 
the  telephone  for  half  an  hour,  but  changed  noth- 
ing. The  old  gentleman  tried  it  at  the  end  of 
that  lime  and  expressed  his  satisfaction  at  the 
manner  in  which  il  worked.  "Now,  young  man," 
said  he,  frigidly,  "I  trust  you  are  satisfied  thai 
the  defect  was  in  ihe  instrument  and  not  due 
to  auricular  obtuseness  on  my  part."  There  was 
a  telephone  in  the  office  of  a  bank  officer  down 
town.  The  man  was  nervous,  and  spoke  in  a 
low  voice.  He  reported  that  he  could  not  make 
himself  heard.  An  employee  of  the  telephone 
company  went  lo  his  office  and  talked  into  the 
instrument  in  a  voice  about  seven  octaves  higher 
than  that  of  the  little  nervous  man.  "What's  ihe 
use  of  a  telephone,"  asked  the  man.  "If  one 
must  yell  so  he  can  be  heard  half  a  mile.  I 
want  an  instrument  that  I  can  talk  into  without 
being  heard  by  any  one  else  in  the  hank.". 
There  is  such  a  thing  as  talking  a  diaphragm 
out  of  adjustment.  This  is  the  case  when  a  person 
with  a  strong  voice  throws  it  against  a  loosely 
set  diaphragm.  In  some  instances,  after  a  trans- 
milter  has  been  talked  into  for  a  long  time, 
the  increase  in  the  temperature  will  cause  the 
diaphragm  to  turn  on  the  side.  When  that  is 
the  ease,  transmission  is  stopped,  but  when  the 
diaphragm  cnols  ii  will  work  again.  Aloms  will 
sometimes  accumulate  on  the  carbon  button  ami 
render  the  transmission  defective.  The  main 
trouble  is  from  the  batteries  giving  out  or  a  fault 
in  the  lines.  There  is  no  reason  why  the  dia- 
phragm should  not  always  be  in  order,  unless 
corrosion  clogs  it.  In  the  receiver  the  paraifine 
will,  if  subject  |to  extreme  heat,  melt  and,  runuingh 
down,  slick  the  diaphragm  to  the  magnet.  Then 
a  message  cannot  be  received.  Some  persons  who 
are  forever  putting  the  cart  before  the  horse  w\\\ 
try  to  talk  through  the  receiver  and  bear  tbroug 
the  transmitter.  Their  words  will  be  conveyed 
by  the  receiver,  but  a  reply  cannot  be  received 
through  the   transmitter. 

The  subscriber  is  not  always  to  blame.  There  is 
often  a  lack  of  brains  in  the  telephone  company's 
employees.  The  wires  must  be  grounded  at  each 
end  of  the  line  to  complete  the  circuit.  The 
"grouml-wire,"  as  it  is  called,  is  usually  attached 
to  a  gas  or  water  pipe.  The  lead  water-pipe,  al- 
though usually  chosen,  is  not  so  good  a  conductor 
as  the  iron  gas. pipe,  but  the  difficulty  is  in  the 
joints.  Whichever  is  chosen  must  run  to  the 
ground.  The  joints  in  the  water-pipe  are  soldered 
and  are  perfect.  The  joints  of  the  gas-pipe  arc  put 
together  With  red  lead  lo  make  them  air-tight, 
which  offers  great  resistance  to  the  electric  current. 
A  line-man  was  sent  to  a  place  to  put-  in  a 
telephone,  and  was  told  to  atlacb  the  ground  wire 
to  the  water-pipe.     lie  was  absent  a  long  lime,  and 
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when  lie  came  back  lie  said  the  telephone  for  some 
reason  would  not  operate,  The  superintendent 
wenL  down,  and  discovered  that  he  had  connected 
the' ground-wire  with  the  faucet  of  the  wa Let-cooler, 
The  complaints  arc  generally  vigorous,  and  the 
standard  instructions  are:  "If  you  can't  fix  my 
telephone  at  once  you  may  take  the  thing  out." 
There  is  nothing  that  will  so  excite  the  irritability 
of  a  person,  apparently,  as  the  telephone,  and  the 
man  who  can  use  it  and  keep  an  even  temper  at  the 
same  time  is  a  paragon  of  patience  and  forbearance. 
There  is  a  man  up  town  who  lias  a  heap  of  trouble 
with  his  instrument,  but  he  never  looses  his  temper, 
He  sends  the  politest  letters  to  the  office  ofthe 
telephone  company.  He  invariably  says:  "I  will 
esteem  it  a  great  favor  if  you  cause  my  telephone  to 
be  put  in  working  order."  While  other  men  rave 
and  swear  and  exhaust  their  vital  forces,  this  man 
preserves  his  serenity  and  looks  on  the  biigllt  side 
Of  telephone  experience.  For  an  invention  that  is 
in  so  general  use.  the  telephone  receives  an  amount 
of  damning  sufficient  la  make  a  failure  of  a  device 
possessing  twice  its  merits.  ft  is  not  alone  the 
instrument  that  is  railed  at,  but  the  wires  as  well. 
A  lot  of  wires  were  run  over  the  skylight  ofa 
photographer's  place.  The  picture  taker  stood  it  as 
long  as  he  could,  and  finally  went  to  the  telephone 
company's  office.  He  was  red  in  the  face  and  could 
no  longer  contain  himself.  "Take  down  those 
wires,"  he  roared:  "they're  ruining  my  business. 
Every  man's  picture  I've  taken  for  a  week  looks 
as  i(  he  was  in  jail." 

There  arc  some  peculiarities  about  the  telephone 
service  that  do  not  come  under  the  ordinary  ob- 
servation. The  letter  "S"  when  sent  over  the 
wires  sounds  like  "F."  An  inquiry  came  from  tl  e 
upper  part  of  the  city  to  one  exchange  down  town 
asking  if  it  had  a  subscriber  named  Fever.  No 
such  name  could  be  found  on  the  list.  By  accident 
the  manager  discovered  that  the  name  was  Sever 
He  paid  close  attention  to  the  sound  of  letter  "S" 
afterward,  and  was  surprised  to  find  that  it  invar- 
iably came  over  the  wires  "F."  In  figures  27  can 
rarely  be  told  from  37>  "f  tlie  P«P,e  who  llsc  l!ie 
telephone  the  stammering  man  is  the  most  agoniz- 
ing to  the  operator  or  the  prison  with  whom  he 
talks.  His  words  sound  as  if  some  one  had  him 
by  the  throat  and  was  choking  the  breath  out  of 
him.  The  syllables  come  by  fits  and  start-.,  and  as 
the  distorted  lace  oi  the  speaker  can  not  lie  seen  the  ^ 
mind  can  not  lake  the  meaning  from  the  poor 
wreiclvs  ''.niggling  efforts.  When  the  wires  are 
crossing  and  half  a  dozen  instruments  arc  opened 
there  is  trouble  all  along  the  line.  The  people  go 
talking  to  one  another  under  the  impression  they 
are  communicating  to  the  operators  in  the  central 
office.  Their  ire  is  excited,  a  war  of  words  ensues, 
and  only  when  the  receivers  are  slammed  on  the 
hooks  in  righteous  indignation  does  it  cease.  Time 
was— to  everybody's  relief  it  is  past— when  amateur 
vocalists  used  to  howl  themselves  hoar  e  ami 
amateur  musicians  used  to  blow  themselves  breath- 
less  to  show  their  accomplish  me  nta  through  the 
telephone  to  their  friends  a  mile  or  so  away. 
People  have  learned  to  put  the  telephone  to  sub- 
stantial business  purposes,  unci  the  receivers  are 
hung  on  the  nooks  when  any  inspired  genius  starts 
to  sing  or  play  into  the  transmitter. 

Of  all  the  ihtary  monotonies,  that  of  the  tele- 
phone operators  in  the  central  offices  is  the  worst. 
]t  is  "hello"  day  in  and  day  out.  That  is  the 
burden  ol  their  life.  They  put  the  receivers  me- 
chanically to  their  ems  when  annunciators  drop, 
call  out  the  numbers,  and  repeat  the  movement 
over  and  over  again.  Young  women  are  employed 
almost  entirely  in  the  exchanges.  Men  could  not 
be  induced  to  sic  10  hours  a  day  in  a  chair  and  re- 
spond to  the  call  ol  "hello."  When  boys  start 
in  to  learn  to  be  operators  they  tire  before  they 
attain  proficiency.  Women  are  the  only  ones  who 
will  stick  to  the  work,  They  arc  sober  and  trust- 
worthy, and  are  contented  with  the  pay  they 
receive.  Following  out  the  popular  idea  which  has 
prevailed,  the  conclusion  would  be  that  their 
natuial  curiosity  would  unfit  them  for  the  duties. 
There  is  nothing  that  will  cure  a  woman  ol  this 
propensity  so  quickly  as  to  put  her  in  a  position 
where  she  is  obliged  to  hear,  whether  she  wauls  to 
or  not.  The  things  that  strike  the  car  pleasantly 
enough  at  first  soon  grow  wearisome,  and  in  a  few- 
days  the  dreary  monotony  begins.  Why  the  word 
"hello"  is  the  invariable  telephone  salutation 
remains  a  great  mystery.  "You  wouldn't  exclaim 
'hey  there!'  or  'say,  you  !'  would  you!"  a.-,ked  the 
superintendent  of  the  telephone  company.  "I'd 
like  to  IdtOW  what  else  you'd  say  but  "hello."

If  one  should  buy  one,  say  to-day, 
he  would  have  to  pay  $20on  nt/e  for  its  use  during 
the  rcstof  thU  month  or  he  liable  to  a  fine  of  $4000 
m/c  over  and  above  the  $2000  m/c,  otherwise  he 
could  not  use  his  carriage.  The  law  charges  the 
same  for  one  dav  of  a  year  as  for    the  whole.     lm- 
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—The  health  ol  the  city  is  not  all  that  could  be 
desired.  There  11  ail  alarming  amount  of . -mall-pox 
about,  and  the  Male  of  llie  eiiy.  so  fir  as  cleanli- 
ness and  hygienic  precautious  are  concerned,  is 
far  from  what  we  might  desire  to  see.  Hi.  Raw- 
son,  however,  the  eminent  physician  who  has 
recently  returned  from  Europe,  has  been  commis- 
sioned by  the  municipality  to  inspect  all  public 
institution*,  such  as  the  prisons,  Itospttftls,  slaugh- 
tering houses,  etc.,  and  to  report  on  thcii  condition 
lo  the  corporation. 


— We  hear  of  a  trade-marie  case  which  at  least 
appears  remarkable.  A  gentleman  registered 
"Vaseline"  the  name  of  a  preparation  made  IrOin 
petroleum  by  a  certain  chemist  who  adopted  nod 
gave  that  name  as  his  trade-mark,  and  which  he 
registered  in  the  United  Slates,  England,  Germany 
and  elsewhere,  and  in  this  republic  also.  A  falsifica- 
tion was  discovered  and  a  suit  therefore  followed. 
The  Court  decided  and  the  Supreme  Court  affirmed 
the  decision  that  said  registration  was  worthless  on 
the  ground  that  "Vaseline"  was  public  property 
like  water,  air,  etc,  Such  a  decision  will  not 
increase  confidence  in  the  value  of  our  courts  to 
protect  inventors  in  the  enjoyment  ol  the  fruits  of 
of  their  labor  and  discoveries. 

—The  following  interesting  data  have  been  sup- 
plied lo  the  comuuUee  appointed  for  ihe  revision  of 
the  constitution:  There  arc  in  the  province  of 
Buenos  Aires  87,560  families,  residing  ill  and 
occupying  105,938  houses.  The  total  population 
consists  of  528,581  inhabitants,  distributed  as  fol- 
lows.

Nothing  was  a  'complished  beyond  deciding  to  ask 
the   provincial  governments   for  more  information. 

—  I  Itir  serious-minded  colleague,  the  Messager 
d:t  Iilhil,  notes  that  no  provisions  have  been  made 
in  the  new  city  hall  for  an  office  for  civil  registry. 
Ami  why  should  there  be,  colleague?  The  gov- 
ernment never  intended  this  law  to  he  enforced — 
why  should  the  city  council  make  provisions  for  it? 

— The  English  Haul;  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  having 
petitioned  ihe  government  for  the  payment  of  the 
10  per  cent,  retained  on  its  account  of  June  30th, 
18S0,  the  minister  of  agriculture  replies  that  the 
bank  must  wait  until  the  next  legislature  voles  a 
credit  for  that  purpose,  as  ihe  aforesaid  account  has 
passed  to  the  debts  of  "exereichs  faidas"  The 
collection  ol"  an  account  from  the  government  has

1      —By  an  official  order  of   the  14th  inst.  the  niin- 
|  ister  of  agriculture  placed  a  credit  of   100,000$   at 
the   disposal  of  the  president   of  Pernambuco   for 
improvements  at  the  port  of  Pernambuco. 

— A  cable  dispatch  from  Montevideo  of  ihe  21st 
inst.  stales  that  the  observations  of  the  .transit  of 
Venus  by  Dr.  Cruls  at  Punla  Arenas  resulted 
successfully.     All  four  contacts  were  visible. 

— According  to  the  sem-monthly  bulletin  of  the 
board  of  health  ihe  number  of  deaths  in  this  city 
during  the  first  15  daysof 'December  was  500,01' 
an  average  of  33^  a  day,  This  is  equivalent  to 
an  annual  average  of  fraction  over  37  per  thousand. 
There  were  89  deaths  from  small-pox,  83  from 
consumption,  30  still  births,  and  48  remittent 
and  intermittent  fevers. 

—  The  reported  failure  of  Antonio  Cabrielli, 
Esq.,  is  a  mistake,  Mr.  Gabriel li  transferred  his 
cliams  lo  his  bankers,  Messrs.  Coatts  &  Co.,  for 
collection  to  facilitate  that  operation,  a  step  that 
he  could  not  have  taken  had  he  been  a  bankrupt. 
Tu  this  connection  it"  is  interesting  to  note  that 
while  the  transfer  has  been  recognized  at  the  trea- 
sury, the  minister  uf  agriculture  refuses  10  recognize 
it,  This  of  course  complicates  111  a  tiers  still  more 
and  adds  to  llie  difficulties  of  liquidation. 

—The  government  has  finally  been  awakened 
lo  the  fact  that  the  "services"  of  the  free  children  of 
slave  mothers  have  become  au  object  of  purchase 
and  sale,  and  that  such  sales  are  openly  advertised. 
An  inquiry  was  addressed  to  the  council  ofstate 
by  the  minister  of  agriculture  on  the  15th  inst. 
asking  whether  such  services  can  be  sold.  The 
inquiry  is  divided  into  two  parts,  one  ol  which 
refers  to  ingenues  under  eight  years  of  ay;e,  and 
the  other  to  those  over  eight  years.  This  divi- 
sion, probably,  foreshadows  the  decision.  The 
principle,  however,  remains  tbe  same,  whatever 
may  be  the  age  of  ihe  child, 

—A  compromise  arrangement  has  been  finally 
celebrated  between  the  government  and  Joseph 
Ilancox,  Esq.,  in  regard  lo  the  rain-water  drain- 
age works  of  this  city.  Tile  old  contract  has  been 
revised  and  all  accounts  for  works  completed  up  to 
date  have  been  liquidated.  The  contractor  has 
consented  lo  accept  30:000$  for  bis   claims  against 


700,000$,  and  ihe  government  has  acceded  to  more 
favorable  terms  in  llie  contract  for  ihe  future.  The 
compromise  is  one  which  will  not  give  entire  salis- 
faction  to  capitalists  and  contractors  at  large, and  will 
contribute  not  a  little  to  unsettle  confidence  in  state 
contracts.  If  the  claims  ,  if  Mr.  Ilancox  for  700,000$ 
were  based  on  works  constructed  or  services  render- 
ed in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  bis  contract, 
then  every  v'mtem  of  it  should  be  paid.  The  gov- 
ernment has  no  right  whatever  lo  require  the  ac 
ceptanceofa  smaller  amount,  The  culling  down 
of  accounts  from  700,000$  to  30,000$  is  an  opera- 
tion which  it  will  be  difficult   to  understand. 

—Through  the  carelessiness  of  an  engineer,  who 
is  charged  with  playing  with  lighted  matches  about 
the  distilling  apparatus,  a  fire  broke  out  in  the 
distillery,  brewery  and  vinegar  manufactory  of 
Schumann  &  Co.,  Rua  do  Pusseio,  on  the  morning 
of  the  14th  inst.  The  flames  were  transmitted,  at 
once  lo  the  iron  tanks  containing  over  a  hundred 
pipes  of  spirits  of  wine,  through  which  means  Ihe 
fire  rapidly  extended  through  the  whole  building. 
The  firemen  arrived  on  the  scene  soon  after  the 
alarm  was  given,  and  were  kept  at  work  unlil  after 
midday,  .Several  adjoining  buildings  were  injured 
by  the  flames  and  water.  The  total  loss  i^  estimated 
at  200,000$.  The  distilling  establishment  of  Schu- 
mann Si  Co.  was  insured  in  llie  Transatlantic  Co. 
of  Hamburg  for  350,000$.  Seven  buildings  alto- 
gether were  covered  by  an  aggregate  insurance  of 
144,000$  in  local  companies.  The  engineer  who 
caused  the  fire  and  one  fireman  were  severely  injur- 
ed and  were  sent  to  the  hospital. 

—An  employee  ol  the  well-known  house  of 
Wilson,  Sons  &  Co.,  Limited,  succeeded  in  extract- 
ing r2,ooo$  from  the  office  on  the  19th  inst.  and  in 
getting  away  with  it.  The  theft  was  soon  discov- 
ered, and  the  police  were  sent  after  the  thief.  The 
employee  was  arrested  tbe  same  evening  and  the 
money  was  fortunately  recovered,  2,000$  hidden 
away,  and  the  remainder  in  Hie  possession  of  a 
woman  on  the  Campo  il'Acclamncao,  who  had 
already  made  her  arrangements  for  a  journey. 
The  culprit  was  dismissed  as  his  employers 
decline  to  proceed  against  him.  Aside  from  the 
special  circumstance  of  the  case  which  may  warrant 
this  course,  we  are  inclined  lo  think  that  the  len- 
iency ol  business  men  in  cases  of  this  character  is 
radically  wrong.  Instances  of  dishonesty  on  the 
part  of  employees  arc  constantly  cropping  up,  and 
are  just  as  constantly  condoned  or  suppressed.  The 
name  of  the  dishonest  employee,  who  is  almost 
certain  lobe  a  profligate,  w  scrupulously  suppres- 
sed, and  he  is  turned  loose  to  try  his  hand  on 
someone  else.  A  tittle  more  severity  in  these  cases 
would  probably  have  a  very  wholesome  effect.

000;   annual   crop  cf  Indian   corn,    $112,174,424.

Veins  of 
silver,  gold  and  copper  are  abundant,  and  lead,  tin, 
iron,  plumbago,  and   coal   exist,   and  are  found  in 
greater    or    less  quantities.     There  are    over  50CO 
silver  mines  registered,    which  have  been    worked 
more  or  less  ;  but  at  present  there  are  comparatively 
few  in  operation,  and  principally    on  a    small  scale. 
No  copper  veins  are  being  largely  worked  for  lack 
of  cheap  transportation,  as    they  are  situated   from 
two  hundred  and  fifty  miles   from   the   coast.     The 
most  important  coal  deposit  in  Sonora  is  anthracite, 
of  lair  quality,  and  has  been  used  with   satisfactory 
results.    This,  we  believe,   is   the   only  anthracite 
coal  known    on  the   Pacific  coast.     The   wheat  of 
Sonora  is   noted   for  being  equal  to-the  best  of  the 
Republic,  and  furnished  years  ago  to  California  her 
seed,  wheat  and  flour.     It  is  extensively  cultivated, 
and  Sonora  alone  is  able  to  furnish   to  one-fourth  of 
the  Republic  her  breadstuff's. 

Silver  mines  have  been  worked  lo  a  profit  in 
Mexico  and  can  yet  be,  with  the  guarantees  of 
security  and  peace,  and  [he  protection  of  the  laws 
of  the  country.  Owing  to. the  revolutions  and  civil 
disturbances  that  have  desolated  Mexico  for  years, 
life  and  property  have  been  frequently  insecure', 
and  all  industrial  pursuits  paralyzed.  The  culture 
of  sugar  cane  is  being  carried  on  with  good  success, 
and  promises  a  rich  investment  for  large  capital] 
the  lands  along  the  banks  of  most  of  tbe  rivers 
being  admirably  adapted  to  its  culture.  The  rail- 
road enterprises  that  have  been  commenced  in 
Mexico  and  thai  will  undoubtedly  be  completed 
will  do  more  toward  llie  development  and  prosperity 
of  this  beautiful  country  than  ha,  been  accomplished

era  of  commercial  and  industrial  activity,  and  wil 
do  much  lo  insure  peace  by  opening  to  the  in- 
habitants new  avenues  of  employment  and  enter- 
prise, which  will  render  revolutions  (heretofore  so 
Irequent)  less  probable.  The  various  consular 
reports  have  fully  shown  Ihe  commercial  require- 
menis  of  Mexico,  and  have  furnished  much  careful 
and  intelligent  information  as  io  the  manner  in 
which  our  trade  with  Mexico  can  be  increased  and 
success  fully  carried  on.  In  those  places  where 
American  goods  have  already  been  sold  the  sale  can 
be  continued  and  increased.  Where  American 
goods  have  not  been  placed  the  trade  needs  lobe 
carefully  studied,  and  then  pushed  steadily.  Our 
watches,  anus,  etc.,  arc  justly  more  popular  and 
more  eagerly  sought  for  than  the  same  articles'  from 
Europe.  This  trade  is  at  our  doors,  and  Mexico 
can  be  made  one  of  the  riches,  markets  for  our  pro- 
ductions. 

The  total  cue  of  exports  to  Mexico  last  year  was 
$ig,iyS,ooo,  while  we  imported  $18,317,000,  of 
which  $9,115,824  were  in  coin  mid  bullion,—  New 
Orleans  Times- Democrat,  November  II. 


THE  total  receipts  of  the  United  States  post- 
office  department  for  the  year  1883-4  are  estimated 
at  $50,670,456  and  tlie  expenditures  at  $46,741,111, 
leaving  an  estimated  surplus  of  $3,929,345,  The 
rate  of  letter  postage  will  probably  be  reduced  to 
2  cents  during  the  present  session  of  Congress. 

THERE  would  seem  to  be  no  limit  to  the  pro- 
gressive growth  of  the  British  metropolis;  returns 
just  published  showing  that  during  the  past  year  no 
fewer  than  26, 170.  new  dwellings  were  constructed 
within  the  police  area  of  tbe  city,  which  now  con- 
tains 4,788,675  inhabitants— probably  the  largest 
number  of  human  beings  ever  packed  within  fifteen 
miles  of  a  common  centre.

COFFEE  PRODUCTION 
The  Chicago  Tribune  says  that  some  idea  of  the 
rapid  growth  of  the  coffee  trade  of  the  world  may 
be  obtained  from  the  fact  that  the  total  production, 
which  was  675.000,000  pounds  in  1859,  has  now 
risen  to  1,300,000,000  pounds,  or  nearly  doubled. 
In  Europe  alone  the  consumption  of  coffee  is  said  to 
have  increased  240,000,000  pounds  in  the  single 
year  1879.  As  for  the  producing  countries  it  seems 
that  Brazil  now  holds  the  first  place,  with  a  total  of 
560,000,000,  against  330,000,000  pounds  in  1870. 
The  emancipation  of  the  slaves  is,  however,  expec- 
ted to  lead  to  a  fulling  off  in  the  crop,  unless  the 
Chinamen  and  coolies  imported  from  Asia  should 
prove  unexpectedly  well  suited  for  the  work  ot 
cultivation.  Next  on  the  list  come  the  Dutch-Indian 
possessions,  which  export  about  150,000,000 
pounds,  the  British  East  Indies,  now  exporting 
over  140,000,000,  and  Venezuela,  producing  about 
[00,000,000.  On  the  other  hand,  the  Antilles 
Islands  have  long  been  declining  in  the  scale.  Ja- 
maica docs  not  supply  half  as  much  coffee  as  in 
1S05.

GRANULATED  SUGAR. 
Granulated  sugar  isan  American  prod 
30  years,  and  was  first  made  in  Boston, 
always  extremely  popular  in  the  United  Slates  it 
has  only  become  so  in  England  within  a  few  years. 
The  process  of  preparing  it  is  by  a  cylinder  of  wood 
or  iron,  some  lour  feet  in  diameter,  and  15  to  iS 
feet  long,  slightly  depressed  at  one  end.  The  inner 
surface  carries  small  projecting  bucket.-,  by  which, 
as  the  cylinder  revolves,  the  sugar,  entering  at  the 
upper  end,  is  lifted  and  poured  through  the  healed 
interior.  The  heat  is  supplied  by  nsirmlTsteam-pipe 
running  through  the  centre,  and  the  position  of  the 
buckets  is  such  as  gradually  n,  work  the  sugar 
through  the  length  of  the  cylinder,  during  which  it 
becomes  thoroughly  dried.  A  series  of  sieves 
receive  it  afterward  which  effect  the  grading.
